THE CLIFF RUINS OF COLORADO,

A Reglon of Eapecial Tnt t to Student
of the Prehistarie,

The oliff ronins of the San Juan and
the Mancos have beon the conter of nt.
truction, have been viewsd from all
gides, and thelr wonders have beon told |
and retold to the world time apd  thme
ngnin,  Belontiflo men have visited the |
region, have ponetrated southwestore
Colorsdo and have considerosd that soo-
tion a plave of especinl luterest, beoause
the cliff aud cavo dwollings are probubly
tho oldest in this strange T, boing
the first bullt in that mysterions journey
sonthward of & great but ankovown peo-
ple. For 80 years the prospector has
followed the Ban Juan river and gueed
with earcless unconcern on the rough
and broken walls, so full of interest to
the archmologist

But tho mind of the prospector has
no room for carlos, and hoe hos no tiine
for archwological investigation. He
soen only the glitter of the gold in the
aand, and thinks only of the time when
ho shall have made his stake. In No-
vember of 1802 hundrods of gold hunt-
orn rushed madly into the canyon north
of the Navajo mountain, traveled 800
miles over bleak, desert tablelands, suf-
fering terribly from the ocold, honger
awd the long, wesrisome journey. In n
fow days they had staked off all the
availablo land for 60 miles up and down
the river and thon returned home with.
out having obtained so much as a color
of gold, nod today have nothing to show
for it but the stakes

It isone of tho most wildly pictor
esque uud  boautifnl regious in the
waorld, ‘The bleak old Navajo mountain
risow abtruptly and towers liko a grim
wentinel over the surrounding mesas,
while in u canyon gorge more than 8,000
feot bolow its buse the Rio Ban Juan
appenrs liko a silver thrond. The eanyon
is peveral miles wide, nnd a descont can
bo made to the river only by » procipi-
tous trail, but as the river nppronches
the great Colorado the canyon becomoes
more narrow and the wall more perpon-
dicular, and when it merges into the
Grand canyon it s soarcoly more than n
deep, doark channel

A few miles from the Colorado river,

where the canyon is not more than K00
or 1,000 feot from wall to wall, and
whore the walls are porpendicular and
amooth, on the right wall are the pie-
tures of seven warriors with bows
druwn to the last notoh, while ncross
the river on the opposite side are the
picturcs of seven antelope, spparcently
in full run to escape the hunters. These
pictores aro well executed and wre in
the most inaecossible pluces. Evidently
tho nrtist had to be lowersd from
ledge hamdreds of feot nbove the ploture
nud held suspended while he performed
bis teddious tasle.

Huseed obl, one-half pound; sugar, one-
guarter pound; aniline dyes in sufll-
clent quantity to color. The gluo is
softened by sonking it in o little cold
awater, then Jdissolved, togother with tho
sugar, in the glycerin by aid of hoat
wver u water buth, To this the dyes are
added, after which the oil is well stir-
rod. It i wsed hot. Aunother composi-
tion of asomoewhat similar natore is pro-
pared asfollows: Glue, apound; glycer-
in, 4 ounces; glucose sirop, about 2
tablespoontuls; tannin, one-tenth ounce.
Give *ha compositions an hour or moss
in which to dry or sot before outting or
handling tho puds.—New York Ledger.
